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OTTAWA (CUP) - Eighty-six par cent ol 
Canada's college and university students 
believe discrimination on the basis of sexual 
orientation should be prohibited, according 
to a Gallup poll conducted last fall. 

The poll results are based on personal in- 
terviews with 1,043 people aged 18 and 
over In 105 census areas across Canada. - 
Gallup conducted the poll with financing : 
from the Gay Community Appeal of Toronto. ' 

After students the next highest per cent of S 
support for gays and lesbians came from 
people living In Québec, with 77 per cent ol ' 
those polled opposed to discrimination on 
the basis ol sexual orientation. Québec Is 
also the only province which Includes pro- 
tection against Discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation in Its human rights 
charter. 




Ryerson 
teaches gay 
course 



TORONTO (CUP) - Next fall, Ryerson' 
Polytechnic^ Institute will offer Canada's 
first social work course on lesbian and gay 
lifestyles. 

John Hunter, a professor In the social j 
work faculty, says he decided to offer the j 
class when he realized how-many students 
were graduating unable to deal with gay and I 
lesbian clients. 

"Every social work caseload has a certain 1 
percentage of clients who are gay, and 1 
many social workers feel uncomfortable with 
that, " said Hunter. "They end up either lg- 
noring the issue completely or they overem- 
phasize sexuality and see it as the source of I 
the problem." 

Hunter said his biggest task will be 
teaching students to move beyond accepted ' 
stereotypes of lesbians and gay men. If so- 
meone graduates thinking of gay men as ! 
child molesters or seeing lesbians as 
masculine women It will effect their work, 
said Hunter. 

Hunter also wants to Introduce students 
to the gay community In Toronto. 

"It's a highly organised and dynamic 
community that most students know little 
about," he said. 

Hunter hopes to teach students that many 
of the problems faced by gays and lesbians 
are caused by homophobic attitudes, not by 
the lesbians or gays' own sexuality. 

Hunter Is not unfamiliar with homophobia; 
when the Toronto Star ran a column about 
the classes, he received a batch ol hate 
mall. 

The class, offered through the social work 
faculty, will be called Gender Diversity. An 
extension class, also taught by Hunter, will 
be called New Perspectives on Gay and Les- 
bian reality. Keeping the reference to gays 
and lesbians specifically- In at least one 
course title was an Important Issue for 
Hunter. 

"I didn't want to couch it In scientific 
terms. Gays and lesbians want to be called 
gays and lesbians." he said. 

At Concordia University in Montréal, the 
administration deleted any relerence to les- 
bianism in its course on lesbian sexuality of-

OTTAWA — Can Brian Mulroney say "les- 
bian"? 

The Prime Minister and the other 
members ol the Conservative caucus will be 
trying to work their tongues around this and 
other embarassing words this month as they 
debate the recommendations ol the 
Parliamentary Committee on Equality Rights. 

In its exhaustive report, Equality lor All, 
tabled at the end ol October, the Committee 
made live surprising recommendations 
about sexual orientation: 

• the Canadian Human Rights Act be 
amended to Include protection against 
discrimination on the basis of sexual 
orientation; 

• the Canadian Armed Forces and the RCMP 
bring their employment practises In line 
with the new addition to the Charter; 

• federal government security clearance 
guidelines not discriminate on the basis ol 
sexual orientation; 

• the Criminal Code be changed to ensure 
that age ol consent laws are uniform 
without distinction on the basis of sexual 
orientation; 

• support lor Bill C-225. which calls lor 
equal rights lor gays and lesbians. 
Coming Irom a committee comprised of 

five Conservatives, one Liberal and one New 
Democrat, these recommendations were 
hardly expected. Now gays and lesbians 
across Canada are anxiously awaiting the 
government's response to the report, ex- 
pected to be tabled on February 25. 
However, It Is unlikely that the Conservative 
caucus will be able to reach a consensus on 
the recommendations concerning sexual 
orientation. 

Patrick Boyer ( PC- Etoblcoke- Lakeshore) , 
chair ol the Equality Rights Committee, said 
that there has been considerable argument 
in the caucus about those recommenda- 
tions. 

"I believe parliament as a whole and the 
Progressive Conservative caucus particular- 
ly relied Canadian society very much on this 
Issue. There are very strong and mixed opi- 
nions," said Boyer. He says he Is defending 
the committee's recommendations to the 
caucus members. 

According to Boyer, one ol the most com- 
mon arguments against these recommenda- 
tions Is that the government will be suppor- 
ting homosexuality, but he disagrees. "It 
doesn't mean the government Is supporting 
homosexuality. It's a matter of allotting 
minority rlghts'and protection." 

Boyer says this clause in the Charter Is 
parallel to that which guarantees Canadians 
the right to freedom of religion. The govern- 
ment is not supporting all religions but 
rather is guaranteeing people a right to 
practise the religion of their choice. "Dif- 
ferences like these shouldn't be the basis 
for denying rights to anyone that the rest of 
us enjoy," said Boyer. 

The current debate over protection from 
discrimination began when Section 15 ol the 
Charier ol Rights came into elfect April 17. 
1985. When the Liberal government dratted 
the charter in 1982, activists asked that les- 
bians and gay men be included among 
groups against whom discrimination is pro- 
hibited. This request was denied, and in 
March 1985 Svend Robinson (NOP- 



Burnaby) proposed a private members bill 
that would amend Ihe Charter. This bill, 
C-225. was referred to the Parliamentary 
committee on Equality Rights In order to ex- 
amine grey areas of the Charter and to con- 
sult the groups most likely to be affected by 
Sec. 15. 

No one expected the committee to come 
down so firmly on the side ol Canada's gays 
and lesbians. 

"II you had asked me at the beginning of 
the committee's hearings If I thought the 
recommendations would be unanimous, I 
would've told you you were being 
unreasonable," said committee member 
Robfnson. Gay activists were also skeptical 
of the government's motives In referring the 
question to the committee; many saw it as a 
way ol delaying the debate by calling for 
more "consultation." 

In the seven months that the committee 
toured Canada, members heard from more 
than 30 groups calling for the government to 
Include gays and lesbians in the Charter. 
"We heard very eloquent testimony Irom the 
gay and lesbian community, labour groups, 
churches and academics, all calling on the 
government to ensure that gays and les- 
bians are protected by the law," said Robin- 
son. He said that the committee's final 
report Is a testimony to Ihe strength of the 
gay community In Canada. 

The committee's report reflected a naive 
sense of shock at the situation ol gays and 
lesbians In Canada: "We were shocked by 
the number ol the experiences of unfair 
treatment related to us by homosexuals in 
different parts of the country." read the 
report. "We heard about Ihe harassment of 
and violence committed against homosex- 
uals. We were told in graphic detail about 
physical abuse and psychological oppres- 
sion suffered by homosexuals." 

In Halifax, the committee members learn- 
ed that housing doesn't come easy to gays 
and lesbians. L.M. Murphy (who requested 
that only her first Initials be used), then 
chair of the Gay Alliance for Equality, told 
the committee that with a vacancy rate of 
less than .5 per cent In the city, landlords 
can afford to be choosy about who they take 
on as tenants, and in numerous cases, 
refuse to rent one-bedroom apartments to 
gay and lesbian couples. 

"Right now we can't do anything about 
that," Murphy said. "Someone could come 
right out and say 'we don't want you 
because you're gay'." 

But while this type ol testimony convinced 
the committee that gays and lesbians need 
protection from discrimination, It isn't work- 
ing on the more traditional elements of the 
Tory caucus. 

"The dinosaur wing ol the Tory caucus, 
as I've been refering to them, Is quite 
distraught and will do everything they can to 
stop this legislation from being enacted," 
said Robinson. 

John Reimer (PC-Kitchener), sell- 
proclaimed leader ol the dinosaur wing. Is 
urging his fellow Conservative MPs to defeat 
any attempt to legislate equal rights lor gays 
and lesbians. 

"You |ust have to look at the world 
around us and you can see that it (homosex- 
uality) is not natural." said Reimer. "It 
(homosexuality) is behaviour that is not 
genetically Inherited." He believes because 
people either choose homosexuality or 
become homosexuals through environmen- 



tal conditions, that giving equal rights to 
gays and lesbians Is different than ensuring 
blacks and women are protected from 
discrimination. 

"There's no more need to give them 
(homosexuals) rights than there is to give 
the same rights to adulterers," he said. "In 
both cases it is a question of lifestyle." 

According to a Gallup poll conducted last 
fall Reimer's views are In the minority in 
Canada. Seventy per cent of Canadians poll- 
ed during September 12-14 said they sup- 
ported the prohibition of discrimination on 
the basis of sexual orientation. 

Gallup interviewed 1.043 adults more 
than 18 years old In 105 census areas 
across Canada. Students showed the most 
support ol gay and lesbian rights with 86 
per cent favouring an end to discrimination. 
Francophones polled higher than English 
Canadians, and more women supported 
equality compared to their male counter- 
parts. 

Heidi McDonnel is an organiser of the 
Equality Writes campaign, a letter writing 
campaign aimed at convincing MPs to sup- 
port Ihe recommendations ol the committee. 
She felt that despite the results of the Gallup 
poll, many MPs may think it Is their respon- 
sibility to Iheir constituency to deleat gay 
rights legislation. 

"The hardest ones to deal with are the 
MPs who say they've never met a gay per- 



son or don't have any gay people in their 
constituency." said McDonnel. "Others 
may have only received one letter on the 
issue and if that one was negative it may be 
what they base their opinion on." 

McDonnel noticed very little activity alter 
the report was tabled, prompting her to ask 
gay and lesbian groups In every constituen- 
cy to write to their MP. 

The Equality Writes campaign, received a 
response Irom Prime Minister Brian 
Mulroney, who only promised to "look more 
closely at the recommendations." In 
December the Gays of Ottawa also mailed 
Christmas cards to every MP. "Sort ol 
'Seasons' Greeting, Peace on Earth and 
Freedom for All, Including us'," said 
McDonnel. 

The report's only fault Is that it doesn't 
recommend equal status lor gay and lesbian 
relationships. McDonnel said. The report 
does recommend common-law relationships 
.be treated the same as marriages, but then 
goes on to define common-law as relation- 
ships between a woman and a man. 

According to Svend Robinson, provincial 
governments will be watching the federal 
government closely lor direction on protec- 
tion for gays and lesbians. II the Canadian 
Human Rights Act is amended to add sexual 
orientation, changes to the provincial human 
rights codes will probably follow. 

Evelyn Gigantes, an NDP member ol the 



Ontario legislature, introduced a private 
member's bill last tall to add sexual orienta- 
tion as grounds lor prohibited discrimina- 
tion. Her bill hasn't been debated yet, but 
she hasn't stopped working on the Issue. 
Gigantes says there's more than enough 
documentation to Include sexual orientation 
in the act. 

"There's clear evidence that gay people 
have run into a lot ol misery In finding hous- 
ing, employment and in society in general, ' ' 
she said. Gigantes says she has the support 
ol the people of Ontario behind her. "I think \ 
that the public would be shocked to find out 
that It's not already prohibited. The attitude 
for change Is there. We just need to change 
the laws." 

A similar debate Is underway In the 
Yukon. Territorial justice minister Roger 
Kimberly plans to Introduce a human rights 
code that includes protection lor gays and 
lesbians even alter a committee studying the 
bill recommended that clause be dropped. 
Although the NDP has the majority ol seats 
in the Yukon government, opposition 
members made up the majority of the com- 
mittee studying Ihe human rights code. 
Kimberly says a new committee will be form- 
ed. 

Robinson says it's important the federal 
government show leadership. "It's par- 
ticularly important in a time ol Increasing 
hostility, caused partly by the current AIDS 
crisis and the ongoing violence as witnessed 
by the recent brutal murder ol the school 
teacher (in Toronto), that the gay communi- 
ty not be deserted by the failure of govern- 
ment to act." said Robinson. 

II the act is not amended, Robinson ex- 
pects several court challenges based on 
Sect. 15 of the Charter. He also plans to 
continue his work on the Hill lobbying for 
gay and lesbian rights, and says equal treat: 
ment under thé law will come in time. 

"It's significant... that this report has 
been adopted. This Is the first time In 
history that hearings have been held on this 
Issue." 

II the recommendations of the Equality 
Rights Committee accomplish nothing else, 
they will have succeeded in moving the 
discussion of gay and lesbian rights out ol 
the ghetto of private members bills and into 
the mainstream ol Canadian politics.

- New Zealand's anllnuclear stance and Its 
Involvement In the Greenpeace atfalr have 
recently received much publicity In the In- 
ternational press. The Homosexual Law 
Reform Bill, which would decriminalize 
homosexual acts for men over sixteen years 
of age and Include protection for lesbians 
and gay men In the Human Rights Act, has 
been virtually Ignored. 

Having passed the first reading, the bill 
now laces virulent opposition Irom fun- 
damentalist and right-wing groups as well 
as from certain prominent businessmen.

The oppressive customs

"In so far as It prohibits the Impor- 
tation ol matters ol Immoral or Inde- 
cent character, tarllt ltem-99201 : 1 Is 
not a reasonable limitation upon the 
freedoms guaranteed by s.2(b) of the 
Charter and Is of no force or effect. " 

With those words, Issued in a deci- 
sion dated March 14, 1985, Mr. 
Justice Hugessen ol the Federal Court 
Of Appeal struck down a small part of 
the "Prohibited Goods" section of the 
Customs Tariff. It has provided the 
basis (or Canada Customs officials to 
censor books, printed paper, draw- 
ings, paintings, prints, photographs, 
films, videotapes, audiotapes and 
representations of any kind, as they 
cross, or are prevented from crossing, 
Canada's borders. 

The tariff Item was found to be too 
vague and uncertain to be a 
reasonable limitation on section 2(b) ol 
the Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms, which protects freedom of 
thought, belief, opinion and expres- 
sion. 

The federal government was quick 
to ad. A new, temporary, Tariff Item 




act ol buggery (sodomy), 
depletions or descriptions Inv 
Implements of all kinds. 

While it Is true that anal Intercourse, 
pejoratively described as 
" buggery, " Is generally a criminal of- 
fence In Canada, it Is subject. to the ex- 
ception that such activity carried out In 
private between consenting adults is 
not illegal. Memorandum D9-1-1 
makes no such exception. 

Even il anal Intercourse were Illegal 
absolutely, the ban on the Importation 
ol materials describing or deplclting 
anal Intercourse would be ques- 
tionable. Mr. Justice Hugesson, in the 
judgment which struck down the 
original Tarilf Item 99201-1, explicite- 
ly differentiates between the criminali- 
ty ol an activity and the 
reasonableness ol a ban on Its 
description or depiction: 

■ 'While the activities shown In the 
subject magazine are probably, as far 
as one can determine, legal, It would 
make no difference If they were 
crimes." 

Anal intercourse plays a large part 
In gay male erotica. Erotica , as defined 
by consensus In the report of the 



Apart from seizure and destruction ol 
materials crossing the border, 
Customs helps to bring about the prior 
censorship of materials destined for 
Canada. Foreign publishers may take 
advantage ol a paid service ottered by 
the Prohibited Importations Unit by 
submitting pre-publication material for 
an unofficial prediction of border deci- 
sions. The Prohibited Importations 
Unit will then suggest changes and 
the publishers may remove material 
from the publications before sending 
them to Canada. While this service 
provides no guarantees against the 
seizure and destruction of 'edited 
material, It has been very effective In 
censoring a large amount of material 
destined lor Canadian markets. 

Examples ol the material removed at 
the recommendation of the Prohibited 
Importation Unit Include: the word 
"Glorp!" (a sound effect) from a. car* 
toon in the April, 1985 Issue of Torso; 
the word "cousin" from a story In the 
May, 1985 Issue ol Numbers; the 
word "ass" and "asshole" from a 
story In the July.issue of Blueboy, and 
any number ol pictures covered In 
black dots.

99201-1 adopting the definition of 
obscenity contained in the Criminal 
Code took effect on April 3, 1985. The 
next day, Revenue Canada Customs 
and Excise issued Memorandum 
D9-1-1. an interpretive policy lor the 
application ol the new tariff Item. 

Memorandum 09-1-1 Is not a law. It 
Is an outline ol what Revenue Canada' 
Customs and Excise considers to be 
prohibited under the law, and thus 
barred Irom entry Into Canada. Among 
the activities which cannot be describ- 
ed or depicted by materials entering 
Canada are a long list of nonconsen- 
sual activities, Including rape, sex 
with violence and sex with mutilation 
or the taking of human lile, as well as 
sexual acts between members ol the 
same family, between human beings 
and animals or between live persons 
and dead persons. 

Also among the prohibitions, 
however, is the following: 

"Portrayals or descriptions ol the 



Fraser Commission on Pornography 
and Prostitution in Canada, Is the 
description or depletion ol consensual 
and mutually pleasurable sexual ac- 
tivity. To prohibit the entry into 
Canada ol materials which describe or 
depict anal intercourse Is to prohibit 
the Importation ol almost all gay male 
erotica, not to mention some lesbian 
and straight erotica. 

The list of prohibited descriptions 
and depictions run for two pages In 
Memorandum D9-1-1. The list of 
materials seized and destroyed by 
Customs officials under Tariff Item 
99201-1 and Its predecessor runs (or 
well over one hundred pages. Among 
these are scores of Issues of gay male 
magazines, some lesbian magazines, ' 
films, audio and videotapes, and 
books, Including The Joy ot Gay Sex. 
These have been the casualties of the 
direct operation of Tariff Item 
99201-1. • . 

The taw's operation is also Indirect. . 



The most serious effect of this prior 
censorship appeared In the 
September, 1985 Issue of Blueboy. 
three items on a list ol things not to 
do. in the context of an article on safe 
sex, were lett blank In the Canadian 
edition of the magazine. This' sort of 
censorship moves beyond the realm of 
limiting freedom of expression and into- 
that of endangering lives. 

Tariff Item 99201-1 of the Customs 
Tariff, Schedule C, will cease to have 
effect on June 30, 1986. It Is likely 
that It will be replaced by a similar pro- 
vision.

Are you a victim or possibly a perpetrator 
ot a not so new social disease called 
stereotyping? Can you spot any of these 
symptoms?

Have you come to the point in life where 
you realise that your entire existence can be 
summed up in a short series of numbers and 
letters (WASP.GWM.etc.)? Have you 
become nothing more than a sexual orienta- 
tion, political affiliation, colour, religion and 
style of dress? 

Then you are a victim of stereotyping. 
These are Just a few' ol the steps towards 
coming of age packaged and labelled. Un- 
fortunately this Is a difficult process to 
escape. The socialization process teaches 
us at a very young age to categorize 
ourselves and others by sex, race or class: 
to distinguish ourselves as being better or 
worse than others. This process continues 
and worsens with age. People cease to be 
Individuals.

I, Vampire Is not your typical lesbian love 
story. 

Strange things begin to happen to Sterling 
O'BIMon. a dance Instructor who's really a 
700-year-old vampire tram Transylvania, when 
she tails in love with Virginia Wooll. who's really 
a Rysemian sea-pig trom outer space on a mis- 
sion to save humanity trom our own madness.

The Rysemlans have assumed the likeness of 
dead or fictional characters trom North American 
culture, Including Mary Worth, General Pat ion; 
and of course Virginia Wooll, to rescue the 
planet. It they fall, Earth will have to be ter- 
minated before our psychosis spreads. 

Author Jody Scott uses this rather unusual plot 
to make a stinging and hilarious critique of 
modern, North American society. Through the 
voice of Benaroya (Virginia Wood's name on 
Rysemus), Scott diagnoses our sickness' and 
gives dues to a cure. . 

"A prime test for madness and paranoia Is 
called 'Insurance.' If a species has 'Insurance' It 
is patently doomed. Only a toy-like, salivating 
pent-up bunch of g runnings could conceive of 
such a sociopath Ic type of gambling; ' ' says 
Benaroya. "Another test Is 'forms to fill out.' 
Any person or organism that asks you to fill out 
any kind of a 'form' whatsoever is an entrapment 
specialist of the sneakiest kind and should be 
avoided or If possible shot." 

Another flaw of the Today People, as O'BIMon 
refers to 20th century humans, is their need to 
see themselves as living above nature, not In It, - 
and superior to all other species on the planet. 
The Rysemlans chose to enlist O'Bllvion In their 
struggles because as a vampire she Is only too 
aware of her part In the cycle of life, needing six 
ounces ol blood every so ilten to survive and as 
someone who's outlived 52 lovers and seven cen- 
turies, she's wiser than most. 

O'Bltvkm and Benaroya sel out reach the 
women of American (who are easier to save than 
the men, being Just a little less messed up) by 
selling Famous Men's Sperm kits. Door-to-door 
they flog the sperm of earth's most well-known 
men, from the Shah of Iran and Billy Graham, to 
Elvis Presley, to bored housewives who want 
super-children. It's all a guise to talk to the 1 
women about their lives, sex and the reasons for 
their boredom. 

For the Rysemlans that's at least half ol what's 
wrong with evil - It's dull. Benaroya and her - 
comrades are also fighting the Sajorans, who are 
as boring as they are bad and who are stealing 
humans for the Intergalactlc slave trade. 

What do they do, asks O'Bllvion. "Sue each 
other," giggles Benaroya. "Live like bees or 
ants In statewide metal cities all crawling with, 
security, guards. Make their surroundings as ugly 
and oppressive as possible, arid blame each 
other for It, as II they couldn't have anything in 
the galaxy they wanted. Lots ol them cling to one 
body and gloat over its Illness. Others get Into 
power positions on planets like Earth and grind 
down the dominant race saying they are 'helping' 
or 'doing good' by suppressing people. They're 
the ultimate groupies, loving strange enter- 
tainments and concerts in which 'aliens' are 
dismembered to music: all that kind of stuff. Evil 
b boring. Same thing over and over again." 

/, Vampire Is In this way a warning. A call for 
Its readers to wake up, a cry for sanity before Its 
too late. Scott wants her readers to abandon the 
bureaucratic sbte and the Twinkle culture of 
modem Earth before we end up like the Sajorans. 
By using humour and sci/fl fantasy as her form, 
Scott allows /, Vampire's audience to laught at 
the hang-ups of the Today People. Freedom and 
laughter are ours already; we Just have to stop 
obeying and start Irving. 

The Rysemlans' answer to the problems of the 



planet Is to do away with all of society's laws, 
rules and regulations. Benaroya says the first ten 
commandments didn't work, so humans passed a 
billion more which work even less. Scott shows 
how our rules surrounding morality have oppress- 
ed the beautiful O'Bllvion first as a vampire and 
later as a lesbian. 

When O'Bllvion is fired from her Job as 
manager of a Max Arkotf dance studio because of 
her disgusting habits, she assumes they've 
discovered that she Is a vampire. Losing Jobs and 
moving to countries with a new Identity Is 
nothing new to a vampire whose practices have 
been hated for hundreds of years. (Except of 
course in medleva; Europe where she was 
respected, feared and loved.) O'Bllvion Is shock- 
ed when Bubbles, a new dance starlet, informs 
her she was dismissed for being a dyke. 

The novel also turns traditional stereotypes of 
lesbian sexuality on their head. Scott move's them 
from the category of annoying to the absurd. 
While lesbjans in the past have been portrayed as 
unnatural and strange, Scott delights in making 
her lesbian characters the deviant's deviants. 
O'Bllvion Is a blood-sucking vampire and 
Benaroya a bloated sea creature from outer 
space. They lust after each other madly. 

/, Vampire Is a more than lesbian love story, 
though it's definitely that, too. It's a wonderful 
piece of science Action, fantasy, social commen- 
tary and political criticism not written for Today 
People. And It'll make you think twice about tak- 
ing out insurance.

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sexuality (The way such TV shows as Consenting 
Adult, An Early Frost, and the odd episode ol 
Dynasty, are now beginning to do) and moved on 
to explore and articulate It. They show both a 
unity ol purpose and a variety of subject matter. 

John Greyson's The Perils ot Pedagogy ex- 
amines the problems of a young gay man who 
laces discrimination outside the community but 
who Is also made to follow a certain code ot 
behaviour, which he finds objectionable, in order 
to be accepted within It; Richard Fung's Orienta- 
tions shows how white middle-class prejudices 
are also prevalent In North American gay com- 
munities and how the discrimination that Asian 
gays and lesbians lace is a result of it; Nick 
Sheehan's No Sad Songs confronts the problems 
experienced by people who are diagnosed with 
AIDS. 

Because lesbians have even less access to fun- 
ding and equipment than gay men do, they've 
made comparatively fewer films. These, though 
expressing different concerns and realities, are 
not unrelated to films made by gay men: Greta 
Schiller's Before Stonewall uses home movies, 
old photographs and stock footage to present a 
history ol the gay and lesbian communities belore 
Stonewall; Lucy Winer's Silent Pioneers treads 
similar ground but in a more personalized 
lashlon. Using gay and lesbian senior citizens as 
her subjects, Winer concentrates on their per- 
sonal reminiscences and present rather than on 
broad social currents. When an old lady sings a 
song which ends, "II there are no lesbians In 
heaven, God I'd rather go to hell!," the lllm ex- 
presses a lively, social, and déliant old age that 
is as much a revelation as it is a pleasure for 
younger gay and lesbian viewers. 

Though there are some films that are made for 
both gays and lesbians, those that deal with 
more specific subject matter also tend to restrict 
their audience. This Is not to say that gay men 
would not appreciate Monlka Treut and Elfle 
Mlkesch's Seduction: The Cruel Woman or- 
Joyann Saunders' Here In the Southwest. It Is 
just to point out that a lllm exploring lesbian 
SUM and a film about a group of women talking 
about their lives and sexuality In the Navajo 
desert, were made for lesbians and would have 
more to say to them. 

The problem with films by gay and lesbian 
filmmakers Is that their distribution Is minimal. 
The Colour Purple gets Into every neighbourhood 



theatre In Canada, but II you missed Hers in the 
Southwest when Lesbian and Gay Friends of Con- 
cordia screened It, It may be a long time before 
you get another chance. The problem is not only 
that the mainstream distribution monopolies ig- 
nore our films (that's a given), but that our 
organizations themselves don't bother to screen 
them; GALOM, lor example, hasn't screened any 
films this year and I think they'd be surprised at 
how cheap and accessible they are. 

Right now both the NFB trench language 
feature, Passillora and Hector Babenco's Kiss of 
the Spiderwojnan are playing In town. The former 
Is a brilliant film that would be the logical com- 
apanlon to the official CBC record on the Pope's 
visit to Montréal. A meditation on the media that 
experiments with form and sound, Fernand 
Bélanger and Dagmar Gulssaz Teulel's Passillora 
shows both the prevalence and selectivity ot 
television. Gays, battered women, women 
undergoing abortions, the poor, and all other 
groups which were deemed nonexistent during 
the Pope's visit are shown leading their lives as 
usual, while the Image of the Pope on an ever- 
present TV Is an ominous motif. 

Hector Babenco'a Kiss ot the Splderwoman Is 
up for Academy Awards and It isn't bad. 
However, Manuel Pulg's book has been 
decontextuallzed and his character (Molina) has 
been changed Into a stereotypical, cute and 
disarming lag - exactly how a mainstream au- 
dience which (eels threatened by marginals ol 
any kind would like us to be. 

Passillora examines a topic that's ot great con- 
cern to a gay audience and is part ol a body of 
gay and lesbian lllms that contextuallze and ar- 
ticulate our current experience and preoccupa- 
tions. Wss. as much as I acknowledge Babenco's 
attempt and as much as I admire his efforts. Is 
much too compromised. Yet, though I clearly 
value Passillora and the style ol filmmaking It 
represents more, it would also be a breakthrough 
if Kiss tl the Splderwoman picked up a few 
Oscars this year. 

II it does, let's hope Hector Babenco thanks 
his lover.

The Color Purple meets the colour green 
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by Maggie diVrlei 

Alice Walker's novel The Color Purple. Is about 
women Icving women. It Is through love ot one 
another tnat Walker's women gain pride and a 
sense ol sell-worth. 

Yet. there is little evidence of love between 
women, lesbian or otherwise In Steven 
Spielberg's tilm The Color Purple, even though 
he claims to lollow the novel closely and to have 
had Walker's support and advice throughout the 
process- 
Walker portrays Celle as a strong woman who 
finds herself powerless. Celle does not believe 
she has any right to expect any better; nor does 
she have anyone to turn to. The reader respects 
and pities her. 

Spielberg, on the other hand, falls to convey 
the depth of Celle's character. Throughout the 
film, she comes across as waak, with no mind ot 



her own. Spielberg does not utilize Celle's letters 
and falls to find a workable alternative with which 
lo convey her dry sense of humour, her profound 
pessimism, and her love for her sister Netty. 

In the tilm, Netty and Celle show their love lor 
one another by playing patty-cake, by giggling 

together and nudging one another. Spielberg's 
understanding ot love and support among women 
seems to extend only to childish games. In fact, 
the game ot patty-cake trames the lllm. Spielberg 
replaces the Intense love between Shug and Celle 
with that between Celie and her sister. It would 
seem that love between sisters, so long as It is 
not prolound. is acceptable. 

Yet in the novel, it is love lor Shug, not lor 
Netty, that allows Celle to grow, to tlnd the pride 
and sense of sell that enables her to finally leave 
her husband. For Walker this love Is passionate 
and equal; It Is lesbian 



In the lllm. It Is never clear that their relation- 
ship is lesbian. 

Shug is portrayed by Spielberg to be Celle's 
benevolent teacher — even the highly dubious 
love scene can be Interpreted as Shug kindly 
teaching Celle to love herself. 

In the novel, Shug does help Celle, but the 
need Is reciprocal. Shug tells Celie: "He (God) 
gave you life, good health, and a good woman 
that love you to death." When Shug temporarily 
leaves Celle lor a man, Celle says "Hold it. 
Shug, you killing me." But It Is Shug who cries 
and begs Celle to understand and to give "just 
six months to havo my last fling." 

Their relationship Is mature, equal, and tilled 
with love and pain on both sides. Spielberg falls 
to convey their true relationship, which Is the 
backbone ot the novel. 

Another woman Is also central to The Cdor 




Purple - Sophia, who has lought to survive In a 
family of men and then finds she must fight her 
husband as well. She and her sisters have 
always stood together and she Is deeply hurt 
when Celle tails to stand by her. 

Spielberg does capture these sentiments but 
(alls to grasp their significance. Sophia has sut- 
fered at the hands of men and her rage Is 
directed towards those who hurt her. She would 
never strike a woman. Yet Spielberg has her 
punch a woman in the face. 

Violence against women becomes violence bet- 
ween women. This Is the film's most telling mo- 
ment. The Color Purple not only glosses over 
bonding between women. It undermines It. 

But then, what can we expect when a straight 
white rich man makes a lilm about a poor black 
lesbian? We can expect what we get. Hollywood 
Gloss.

On Monday 27, Jan. 1986 an important 
political event happened with respect to the 
publication ol this Issue ol the Dally. More 
than twenty gay and lesbian people held a 
meeting to protest the manner In which this 
Issue was being organized. We gathered our 
Ihoughts to present to the Daily. 

We should not be forced to publish the 
lesbian/gay special issue on St. Valentives 
Day. We do not feel that lesbian and gay 
concerns should be put on a pedestal when 
February 14 should clearly be a day 
dedicated to lovers ol all orientations. We do 
not Invite the hostility this Issue may pro- 
voke. From past experiences we have seen 
that McGill students resent the monopolisa- 
tion ol this day. 

We do not believe that Pink Triangle Day 
was the only appropriate day (or the publica- 
tion ol this Issue. Other dales such as the 
anniversaries of the passage ol the Omnibus 
Bill or Harvey Milk's assasination, a day 
during Québec Gay and Lesbian Pride Week, 
or lor that matter any other day ol the year, 



ol the Lesbian Caucus ol the Women's 
Union on this question. 

Those ol us who are working on the Les- 
bian and Gay Issue feel It oilers us an oppor- 
tunity to control the press lor one day. In a 
world where the mainstream media uses us 
(or sensationalists purposes (portraying 
lesbians as threats to the family In child 
custody suits, and gay men as modern-day 
lepers), such an opportunity is vital. There 
Is a lot ol misinformation which has to be ad- 
dressed, and myths to be dismantled. 

We recognize that special issues have 
certain drawbacks. They can ghellolze 
coverage ol our concerns. Yet so long as the 
media remains mainstream, we choose to 
take advantage ol such special Issues while 
lighting for coverage at other times and In 



In 1978, after a massive demonstration in 
downtown Montreal In reaction to a heavy- 
handed police raid on a gay-male bar, the 
provincial government Included sexual 
orientation as a prohibited grounds for 
discrimination In the Chartre des droits du 
Québec. Most recently, the BCMP have 
been using out-dated sections ol the 
criminal code to classify gay publications as 
obscene. This applies not only to gay 
erotica, but has been applied to articles 
outlining sale-sex practices. 

We will light lor our rights until such time 
as the light is no longer necessary. Until 
such time as we have the same legal status 
as everyone else. Until we are no longer 
subject to the Ignorance ol students who 
scrawl 'fag' or 'dyke' on bathroom walls. 
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could have been chosen. The decisions over 
If and when a lesbian and gay special Issue 
was to be published should have been made 
by the entire community. Instead, we were 
informed by a unilateral decision by the Dal- 
ly. 

Our concern wsa that some Dally stall 
were putting the issue together lor their own 
reasons as opposed to allowing the lesbian 
andgay community speak lor Itself. The 
necessary response was clear. We wanted 
the decision-making power ol editorial con- 
trol transferred to a democratically elected 
board ol lesbian and gay students. We con- 
fronted the Daily with our demands. 

Our key demands over editorial control 
were rejected and a compromise was pro- 
posed by the Dall. The compromise Involved 
a coordinating board consisting ol two Dai- 
ly people and two representatives ol lesbian 
and gay students. We were divided over the 
compromise. Half ol us left and the other 
hall stated. Those who remained agreed that 
the compromise was an equitable one and 
Nigel Crawhill (GALOM Coordinator, '83-84) 
Mitlhaw Cirmody (McGill AIDS Cmta.

embarked on the production ol this issue. 
With the trench section there were no pro- 
blems, but with the english section new 
conflicts arose. Some of those who stayed 
felt that our side ol the compromise was 
powerless. The numbers working on the 
Issue dwindled. There are still people Irom 
thé community working on the issue. 

Take a long, hard look at this Issue lor it 
has a very hiigh price. The issue has caused 
a serious rill In our community at McGill, 
feelings have been hurt and friendships 
damaged. Instead of struggling together lo 
produce the type of issue we all could have 
been proud of, we are fighting one anotner. 
The pain that has scarred this issue was not 
necessary. The Dally could have allowed our 
community access lo the Initial decision- 
making and this issue would not have cost 
so much. We would like to tell our brothers 
and sisters who are working on this issue 
that we love them and respect them. We 
would like to tell the McGill community that 
we protest the publication of this issue.
